Jumes of divers coloured teathers obumbrating their 
fteely crefts, and their gilded helmets, ‘{hewed in fem- 
blance like Mars his burganets overfhadewed with the 
golden treflalines of his faire paphian paramoure; It 
unknown Chorebus with his troops of undaunted Ve= 
terans were in Troyes extreamity , welcome to thedi- 
ftrefTed Priamus, or the refolved bands of Achilles with 
his fierce Mirmidons acceptable to the Grecians in the 
time of intéftine skirmithes; how joyful then was Ro- 
mulus at the arrivall of Amenides in this time of difa- 
fter, wherein hee more needed his Heroicke actions, 
then either Priam or the Grecian Heroes did their pro- 
fered fuccouring aiders.

bled wirh the tooth-ache , how many knots were) 
on Hercutes Club, of what colour Ac uit) 
res Beard was , hee ftudyed himfelte halte bleare-_ 
ey’d to know the true fementry of Cefars nofe by 
a Shooing-horne, and all to bee dignified with the 
name of a {peculative man. | 
But the Citizens confidering ameux vaut plier 
rempre 4 its better to bow then breake , and feeing 
that their egrefle afforded no hope of regreffe , of 
feare of their foes ingrefle, and perceiving no happy’ 
helpe, for their helpeletle hap, had wit enough to 
Cet their failes that way that the winde blew , and 
to wheele about as they faw occafion , that they 
might bee of the prevailing fide. Much like the 
man in Macrobrius 5 who during the Civill Warre 
betweene Auguflus Cefar and Antonius, had taught 
two Crowes their feverall notes, the ane to fay 
Aue Imperator Antoni : the other to fay Aue Imperatn 
Aucui. That fo when the Controverfie was dé 
termined, what fide foever prevailed he might havé 
a Bird for the Conquerour. | 
So Silenus being fied, his Subjeéts fubjeCted them: 
{elves to the Victor, and framed themfelves to call 
Vivat Rex Amenides 5 who foon adorned his Roy: 
all browes with the Regall Circle, the Gates wet 
opened to entertaine his Army and the people 
: heart 
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_ hearts were opened to entertaine himfelfe. 
| But thofe which ingenuity prompted not to love 
| him, hee taught to feare him, briowite primus in orbe 
| deos fecit timor. But it was as poflible for Phoebus tofind 
| new pathes to drive his Chariot in, or for the Load-

| to turne Loves Apoftate , and be unmindful of Dioxel/z,

| lived, having taken fealty ofhis Subjects , fteerec inis

| asa ftarved flye is when the Sun get out, after their Epi- 
| thalmie, they repaired to Sicilie. 
| Now thefe Potentates, Flaminius and Clorinda, Ame- 
nides and Dionella , after they had along time Monar- 
chifed in the higheft degrees of Soveraignty ( hieving 
left ansmerous off-{pring to {way their Scepters « hom 
I witha Chryfoftomaticall repofitor of their vertacs ) 
yeelded rather to a gentle diffolution then death. Their 
Bodies are interr’d in the moft magnificent Catheciralls 
in their Dominions where the f{umptuon{netle of their 
Monuments proclaime their extrinficall Fortunes, and 
their ever-living Fame their intrinficall endowments. 
But when their Stateneffe and Tombes, compofed and 
erected of Gold, Marble, orlvory, hall dropdown 
into afhes, andcrumble by peece-meale into non-en- 
tity and bee found as ARCHIMEDES his Tombe 
( by CICERO ) in Vepretis , crow-- 
ned with mofle, and. over-growne
